This is a very odd choice of time and frequency for such an 
experiment! McMurdo is south of New Zealand, and about 4500 km from my 
home here at Mount Evelyn, Australia. 


So, for me, the distance is not the issue here. But it's the middle 
of summer (actually it was the summer/winter equinox [sic] 
yesterday!). So it's an all daylight path (late morning) between 
McMurdo and my place (...and in fact, lots of other places, too!!) 


Here, 8 MHz will most likely be well and truly closed. And the short 
path track between the US and McMurdo is mostly daylight at that time, 
too. And the long path is no help either. If it was a few hours 
earlier, then there would be some hope. But at 2300 UT, I just don't 
think propagation will be possible from McMurdo on 7995 kHz. Pity. Oh 


However, in discussion with several others, we have come to the 
conclusion that this is really an event for the Antarctic workers 
themselves. It's not geared for transmission to listeners 
internationally. Especially as it will be most likely on low power. 

I suspect that the ARRL has picked up this as a special interest news 
item rather than as a realistic possibility of global reception. For 
what it's worth!

Excellent signal Dec 21 on both 5045 and 5055 around 1500. 5055 at 
1510 local news re terrorism, phone in program, mainly about local 
Australian terrorism incidents and attacks 1520 local ads for 
Innisfail.

Don, I was listening to 4KZ on your W Beverage last night (circa 0834- 
0933) and they were coming in OK - S2 with occasional peak to S3. My 
Internet kept dropping the link to your site about every 4-5 min or so 
- very annoying. I am pretty sure it was my local Internet, which 
periodically drops its DSL signal due to our being at the far end of 
the advertised max distance for DSL transmission. Also I was also 
monitoring 4KZ on the KiwiSDR in Bay of Islands NZ and that link 
dropped at exactly the same time as yours did. Anyway sounds like your 
local sunrise or gray line reception is much better than Queensland's 
local sunset! (Bruce Churchill, Fallbrook CA, Dec 21, ibid.) 


I wasn't home last night so I was also logged into my remote Perseus 
just after 1500 (with the remote antenna switch function). The 
internet link was fine for me. Ed Kusalik was on just before I got in 
and he also reported the west beverage was the clear winner. The 4-30 
[MHz] log was pointed roughly south west but it wasn't hearing well at 
all. I have rotated it more in the direction of 284 degrees. For the 
next few evenings I'll try to remember to connect the western beverage 
overnight from 0600 to 1500, to the other two Perseus remotes and 
possibly the Kiwi SDR that I host as well.

I switched to your KiwiSDR with 
the W Beverage (I assume thatis what was connected) on my other laptop 
and that worked fine. Thanks for the link to that! I had a very good 
signal from 1502 to well past your gray line passage at 1605. I think 
the Kiwi was a tad weaker than the Perseus but still a solid S3 signal 
until 1600 when the signal started to go down. Definitely better 
reception at 1500 than at 0830. 


Thanks for the heads up on this! I donit know what the cutout issue is 
A could be my Perseus acting up on the 4.1 software or a PC/Internet 
issue as I had no problems with my other PC and the KiwiSDRO (Bruce W. 
Churchill, 2491 Palo Vista Rd, Fallbrook, CA 92028-9690, Dec 22, via 
Moman, DXLD) 


Glad the bands cooperated even if the internet wasn't. Always good to 
get feedback. There are lots of remotes on line here and the internet 
has finite bandwidth so it's not surprising it chokes at times. Being 


rural we only can get it wirelessly - ratings at 12 meg down and 1 up. 


Yes, the Kiwi was on the West beverage as well. There is something 
fishy with that beverage as it seems to pick up broadcast intermod 
every 10 kHz but it's not created in the amplifier or the splitters. 
So by the time I attenuate the 10 kHz birdies, the Aussies are 
weakened too. I just couldn't get the Kiwi to do quite as well as the 
Perseus - which isn't that surprising. The west beverage may be 
picking the birdies up from a nearby tower but it's a little chilly up 
here (that’s my excuse) to get very motivated about fixing anything. 


I have a 4th antenna to toss into the mix - in place of the log, as, 
for whatever reason, it wasn't doing well. I've somewhat finished 
construction of 4 DKAZ double delta loop style antennas, each roughly 
in the 4 compass points. I've noticed the West one has been doing 
reasonably well so I'll wire that in place of the log in the 4th 
position. I'll leave the Kiwi on the west beverage or whatever works 
the best.

gets you to 4KZ directly. The Kiwi has been discovered by local hams 
trying to chat so it is almost impossible to get on it somedays! 


I don't think the 5045/5055 signals were quite as good as previous 
days but still pretty decent. I checked around 0800 and they were 
already making a decent showing so I figured the sunrise peak here 
near 1500 would be fine. The magnetometers at

As part of 50th celebrations, radio broadcaster 4KZ in Northern 
Queensland is now on 5055 kHz and already getting signal reports 


including from North America and New Zealand. 


General Manager of NQ Radio (4KZ, 4AM, 4AY, KIK FM & KOOL FM), Al 


Kirton announced the decision to SWLing Post in May, and now confirms 
the transmission began on December 20. 


He told the WIA: iUnfortunately we are on half power for a couple of 
weeks until one of the RF boards can be repaired, then we will go up 
to 1 kwW.i 


The shortwave broadcast is from a site at east Innisfail in Tropical 
North Queensland. Mr Kirton said the USA-made 1.2 kW transmitter being 
used is feeding an Inverted V antenna at about 14 metres high at the 
peak. 


The program is from the 4KZ and 4AY AM band transmitters and designed 
to cover the Cape York area and the northern outback. However the 60m 
band signal has been heard further away. 


He said: iI have had many reception reports, many with audio clipsi, 
some from Queensland, Northern Territory, New South Wales and 
Victoria, as well as from iMonterey USA, Alberta Canada and New 
Zealand.i 


The transmission hours are about 0500 to 2300 hours UTC. All confirmed 
reception reports will receive a 4KZ shortwave QSL card. No return 
postage is required.

On Christmas Eve, Norddeutsche Rundfunk broadcasts messages to sailors 
all over the world in the radio broadcast "Gruss an Bord" or "Greeting 
aboard" - greetings to the ship's crew in their home country. The 
greetings to the sailors were recorded at two "greeting on board" 
events in the Adventszeit: on 4 December in the Cultural memory in 
Wilhelmine gear in neutral and on December 11 in the Hamburg 
Seemannsmission "Duckdalben". Relatives and friends had the 
opportunity to wish their loved ones at sea a happy holiday and a good 
new year. The show "Greeting aboard" was heard for Christmas 1953 for 
the first time on the radio. It is thus one of the oldest existing

Tomorrow is Christmas Day! And on this occasion, we honor another 
important shortwave station that was officially inaugurated on 
Christmas Day. This station was KRHO, the Voice of America, on the 
island of Oahu in the Hawaiian Islands; and if it were still on the 


air today, it would be celebrating its 73rd anniversary. This is the 
story. 


Actually the callsign KRHO originally identified the wireless station 
aboard an American ship, the Margaret, way back just on 100 years ago, 
1918. There were several American ships with the same name, Margaret, 
during that era, and it is difficult to know with certainly exactly 
which one was identified with the wireless callsign KRHO. 


However, it is quite probable that the callsign KRHO belonged to the 
ship known as USS Margaret, No SP527. This ship was built in 1899 at 
the Roach shipyards in Chester Pennsylvania as a wealthy owneris venue 
for entertaining equally wealthy friends and acquaintances. The ship 
was too narrow, it was top heavy, and it was awkward in the water. 


In August 1917, the United States navy bought the 18 year old Margaret 
and refitted it for anti-submarine patrols. The USS Margaret had so 
many faults and it encountered so many problems that the whole story 
has been published in a form of humor as a book, and it was also 
turned into a movie. 


On one occasion when the ship was out in the Atlantic, it was spotted 
by a German submarine. However, the submarine surfaced and the 
commanding officer broadcast a radio message in the clear stating that 
he had sighted the Margaret but had not bothered to attack her because 
she was not worth the cost of a torpedo. 


Anyway, on to the story of the better known KRHO! In February 1942, a 
series of test transmissions was broadcast from the RCA communication 
station located at Kahuku on the northern tip of the island of Oahu in 
the Hawaiian Islands. Honolulu, the state capital, is located on the 
southern side of this same island. These test broadcasts were on the 
air for a short period of time under the callsign KRCA, an informal 
call at the time for the RCA station at Kahuku. 


Work on the new VOA Voice of America relay station began in early 1944 
at a location on the west coast of the island of Oahu, 10 miles 
inland. The United States navy was already operating a huge 
communication radio station on this property which is located at 
Maili, Lualualei. 


The largest mobile crane anywhere in the Hawaiian Islands was brought 
in for the erection of the masts that supported a total of six diamond 
shaped rhombic antennas. A new General Electric 100 kW shortwave 
transmitter Model G1008 was installed in a newly built transmitter 
building. 


The official inauguration for the new KRHO was Christmas Day, 1944, 73 


years ago. At the same time, a 50 kW mediumwave transmitter aboard the 
USS Triton Maris, anchored in Pearl Harbor, was also officially 
inaugurated. The mediumwave station subsequently became KSAI on the 
island of Saipan. 


The signal from the new KRHO was always strong in Asia and the South 
Pacific, due mainly to the wide open saltwater pathway in every 
direction from Hawaii across the Pacific. Hawaiiis KRHO received its 
program feed via shortwave from the equally powerful new transmitter 
in California, KWID at Islais Creek near San Francisco. 


In January of the new year (1945), KRHO emitted a strong harmonic on 
12240 kHz (6120 x 2); and in March, KRHO emitted a bad hum on its 16 
metre band channel 17800 kHz. 


Initially, VOA operated a production studio for KRHO in Honolulu for 
the preparation of programming in several Asian languages. As an 
additional relay of the Honolulu programming into the islands and the 
mainland of the Far East, the shortwave programming from KRHO was 
picked up live by RCA at Point Reyes California and retransmitted 
towards Asia by transmitter KRCA at Bolinas. Beginning November 1, 
1945, local programming for KRHO ended, and the station became a slave 
relay station for the rebroadcast of programming from California. 


An additional 100 kW transmitter, same model General Electric G1008, 
was installed at VOA Maili and it was taken into service as KRHK in 
October 1949. 


Beginning in September 1950, the twin callsigns KRHO-KRHK were no 
longer announced on air, and the only identification stated Voice of 
America Honolulu. However, the official callsigns were then listed as 
KRHO1 and KRHO2. Then beginning November 1, 1963, The usage of 
callsigns was dropped completely and the transmitters were identified 
simply as Hon and Hon2. 


However, beginning in May 1967, the usage of VOA Honolulu for 
programming beamed to Asia and the South Pacific was terminated as 
redundant, due to the upgrading of VOA stations at Dixon and Delano in 
California. For a few months, transmitter tests were conducted four 
days each week to keep the two Honolulu transmitters operational. On 
occasions, Honolulu filled in for California when operational problems 
occurred at Dixon or Delano. 


The station was dismantled in 1969, and it is reported that the two 
quarter century old transmitters were returned to the mainland. At 


that age (25 years), maybe they were sold for scrap. 


The three remaining antenna masts at 300 feet were demolished in 


January 1998. The transmitter building can still be seen on Google 
Earth, though it does appear to be overgrown with local vegetation. 
Interestingly, all of the local streets have been given names 
associated with radio history, such as:- Radio Rd, Tower Dr, Marconi 
St, Morse St, Hertz Loop, Edison St. 


While the VOA studio was operational in Honolulu, unique Hawaiian 
style QSL cards were issued in Honolulu confirming the reception of 
KRHO. At the same time, Honolulu was verified also with QSL cards 
issued from the VOA head office in Washington DC.

The Voice of America head office in Washington DC issued a star design 
blue QSL card to international radio monitor Alex J. Allan for his 
reception of transmitter Honolulu 2 on 15150 kHz on June 9, 1959. In 
earlier times, this transmitter was identified under the callsign 
KRHK. The card was verified with a signature rubber stamp for W. E. 
Dubin (Adrian Peterson, IN, script for AWR Wavescan Dec 24, 2017 via 
DXLD)

Here are two Pacific island sign off MP3's from the recent Kona, 
Hawaii DXpedition. Because of overwhelming Asian propagation around 
1000 UTC in December, both of these stations usually had TP co- 
channels to deal with as they signed off (unlike in April). 621-Tuvalu 
started having a distorted audio signal on December 18th, and the 
problem continued until I left Hawaii on December 21. Their sign off 
routine MP3 reflects this distorted signal, which seemed to get 
progressively worse. By December 20th it was a fine match for the 
buzzing signal from its co-channel 621-Pyongyang. The 621-Tuvalu sign 
off is still around 1006 UTC, although the December propagation 
brought in QRM from China at that time. Fortunately, Tuvalu sends 
China down into the noise during the sign off routine MP3. This is the 
621-Tuvalu sign off on December 18th

1440-Kiribati is parallel with the new 846-Kiribati on Christmas 
Island, although there is a 19-second time delay between the signal of 
1440 and 846 (846 programming is 19 seconds later). 846-Kiribati also 
has a transmitter issue, with the signal dropping out at irregular 
times. The sign off time of 1440-Kiribati has changed from 0936 UTC to 
1006 UTC. This was the sign off of 1440-Kiribati on December 19th, 
with QRM from JOWF. There is still a loud 1000 Hz tone before the 
Kiribati power is cut, making the signal easy to hear through the JOWF 
QRM

With the notable exception of the new 846-Kiribati and 1098-Marshalls, 
the Pacific island DU's generally got hammered by Asian QRM from 0800- 
1100 UTC every night, with few of them surviving the onslaught. 621- 
Tuvalu had three different Asian co-channels at times (Pyongyang, 
China and NHK1) while 1440-Kiribati was plastered by Sapporo as early 
as 0800. More details on the other Pacific island DU's will follow in 
a later report.

*x KOREA NORTH [and non]. Kona, Hawaii Ultralight DXpedition -- NK 


The 5-day trip to warm and (usually) sunny Kona, Hawaii has wrapped 
up, and now I've returned with a huge number of obscure TP-DX 
recordings made with a 5 inch (127mm) TSA-friendly FSL antenna (also 
known as the "Frequent Flyer" model). This antenna was specifically 
designed to pass quickly and easily through airports, and provide gain 
roughly similar to that of a 4 foot (1.3m) air core box loop. 


December propagation in Kona was a stark change from what was observed 
during a 4-day trip to Kona with identical gear in April. In April the 
Pacific island DU's on 540, 558, 621, 1017, 1098 and 1440 had no Asian 
competition from 0700-1030 UTC, and could pound in at awesome strength 
all alone on their frequencies during those hours. By contrast, during 
this week's Hawaii trip the Asian TP's started pestering the Pacific 
island DU's as early as 0730, and usually drowned most of them out by 
0830. 


The only exceptions were the new 846-Kiribati from Christmas Island, 
its 1440-Kiribati parallel (although with a 19-second delay between 
the two, with Christmas Island lagging), and 1098-Marshalls. 


Overwhelming signals from Japan, North Korean and China were usually 
all over the band by 0900 UT, with the second-tier Asians sounding 
like big gun TP's do on the west coast. The 5 inch FSL did a great job 
in providing gain to record many exotic MP3's at good levels, but the 
"side effect" was piling up a huge number of obscure TP recordings 
(including wild TP snarls), and the necessity to "record first, and 
report later." 


In an attempt to provide some organization to the wild process, I 
decided to initially report TP-DX according to the countries of 
origin, and post links for some of the more memorable recordings from 
each area. Once the dust has settled a more detailed (frequency-by- 
frequency) report should be in order. 


The group of MP3's chosen for this first report were all recorded from 
North Korea, a bizarre country with even more bizarre programming. 
Other N.K. stations were received in TP snarls, but these were 
generally all alone. They include an S7 recording of Pyongyang's 
Japanese service on 621 (with degraded audio from the transmitter), a 
transmitter on 801 with a Southern Jammer (sounding like the old 1053 
beehive) and an 819 transmitter loud enough to wake up the dead. A 
curious point was that the usual west coast big gun on 657 was never 
received -- a victim of loud Hawaiian splatter from 650 and 670.

The 621 transmitter did have a buzzing sound similar to 60 cycle hum, 
but a pretty potent signal on most nights. Since I understand 
conversational Japanese it seemed to me like the announcers were 
pretty robotic. I never noticed any jammer on the frequency, but 621 
was a real zoo in Kona, with the exotic Radio Tuvalu holding the 
frequency until around 0800, when NHK1, China and the Voice of Korea 
would derail it, and fight it out among themselves.

Thanks. The 801 jammer showed up about half of the time, in an 
irregular pattern. Although the audio format was similar to the old 
1053 beehive, there were pauses in between the beehive audio, and 
sometimes the "bees" took a break, or went QRT. I also noticed an 819 
jammer similar to a video game zapper, but it never had the power to 
seriously challenge the monster KCBS signal.

Yes, I know that now. I'm not surprised that it is the KCBS 
"flagship," since only a handful of other TP signals were in the same 
league (the NHK2 stations on 747 and 774, and 981-CNR1).

The audio quality in the YouTube video sounds 
somewhat better than it did on the buzzing 621 transmitter :-) 
Actually I had recorded this same song from 657-Pyongyang about a year 
ago, so I recognized the tune immediately. Although I don't know 
Korean, the 657 music (especially by the female groups) sounded 
strange enough to make recording it seem like a good idea.

Hi Todd, Well, I don't care much for the country's government either, 
but the wacky programming and jacked-up transmitter power does provide 
some interesting entertainment for TP-DXers who have a good sense of 
humor. 


It's interesting that you should ask about 972, since almost all the 
South Korean big gun stations were much weaker than their rivals from 
the North. 711, 972 and 1566 usually seemed to get swallowed up ina 
black hole, although to be honest Hawaii splatter from 1570 ruined 
1566. 603, 864, 1134 and a few others made it through at modest 
levels, and the S.K. jammers on 801 and 819 made things interesting at 
times. But in general the South was pretty wimpy by comparison (Gary, 
DeBock, ibid.) 


Chris and All, After reviewing some files from the recent Kona 
(Hawaii) DXpedition I was able to track down a recording of the 
Southern jammer attempting to compete with the monster 819-KCBS signal 
from Pyongyang. Even though the 819-Jammer may sound pretty strong in 
Seoul it definitely didn't bother KCBS very much in Kona. 


The 819 jammer seems to be a continuous "Beehive" type signal similar 
to the old 1053 jammer. Because of the overwhelming strength of KCBS 
it only shows up during Pyongyang's fades, and even then it sounds 
pretty wimpy by comparison. This recording was made around 0853 on 12- 
18, and the jammer can be heard mixing with KCBS from 22 seconds to 40 
seconds into the MP3

By contrast the 801-Jammer seems to be an intermittent Beehive signal,

Paul, Thanks for posting your 819 jammer video link. I thought I heard 
something like that on one of the NK frequencies, but the "Beehive" 
seems to be the only one showing up on 819 in my recordings. Still 
going through a huge number of MP3 files, though. 


The TP-DXing in Hawaii was awesome -- and no need to listen in subzero 
temperatures next to the frozen Yukon River! :-) (Gary DeBock, ibid.) 


The Seoul jammers aren't very strong at all and are meant only to 
cover the metro area, which is home to half the nation's population 
with the suburbs butting up against the border. 30 miles south of the 
city, those jammers are already rather weak and even in the metro area 
(and especially Incheon), North Korean signals can easily get through 
the jammers. I estimated that most of them are only about 50 kW tops. 


As for the signal that Paul posted, as I mentioned to him when he 
first posted, that video game sound is 819 Pyongyang, not a Seoul 
jammer. KCBS plays that during their off-air hours after 3:28 am until 
5:15 or so. The beehive jammers, as we've started calling them, change 
over time depending on which elements of the sound they are using at 
the time or if all the jammer-makers (for lack of a better term) are 
operating. There's the basic bee sound and then the the other sounds 
are added to that when everything is up and running and the modulation 
increased. This can be heard in my audio documentary. I've included 
the final 44 minutes of my 3-hour documentary here, which is the part 
that concentrates on jammers and propaganda (MW, FM, SW, TV, and 
numbers stations):

File review of the wild Kona, Hawaii DXpedition has uncovered yet 
another "Beehive" jammer, this time on the signal of 855-Pyongyang BS 
in Sangwon (complete with another UnID TP co-channel). This was the 
third "Beehive" jammer heard during the DXpedition, after the ones on 
801 and 819. This was received at 0948 UTC on December 18th, during 
exceptional conditions to east Asia. The UnID co-channel is too weak 
to get any real clues, but possibly has Chinese intonation

Yes, it's been only recently that the FCC has signaled this would be 
possible. For decades, non-citizens were limited to 25% ownership. In 
2013 the limit was increased to just less than 50%, to allow Pandora 
to buy KXMZ-FM in South Dakota. Last year, the Australian couple that 
managed four stations in Alaska and Texas received approval to buy the 
stations. The FCC indicated they would consider these applications on 
a case-by-case basis (Doug Smith W9WI, Pleasant View, TN EM66,

I'd be very curious to see what limit the IFT in Mexico would consider 
given this "soft cap" business in the US. The LFTR introduced 
something brand-new for Mexican broadcasting: reciprocity for foreign 
ownership (up to 49%, depending on ownership regulations in the 
country of origin), subject to approval by the National Foreign 
Investment Commission. It is now possible for an American citizen (or 
other foreign national) to be a minority owner in a broadcast station 
in Mexico. But what is the limit for IFT purposes? Could an American 
own 49 percent or just 25 percent? 


Prior to the LFTR and constitutional reform, it was not possible for 
foreign nationals or entities to own broadcast stations in Mexico. 
This is why non-Mexicans cannot own voting shares of Grupo Radio 
Centro, the only publicly traded radio broadcaster (Raymie, Dec 23, 
ibid.) 


No love for Monterrey --- but Mickey Mouse, yes! The news was not OK, 
however, for the people with talk programming on XEOK 900 AM. That 
station will change its format upon migration to Radio Disney.

This comes after Solomon Poweris recent 
disconnection of SIBCis power supply due to a $65,000 outstanding 
bill. 


The national broadcaster, which has the furthest reach and relied on 
by the rural populace, currently runs on generators, which are 
expensive to maintain. 


Chief Executive Officer Ashley Wickham told the Sunday Star they are 
taking every possible measure available to keep the station on air. 


iWeive already shut down the medium wave (MW) transmitter because of 
the situation,i Wickham said. 


i0nly the Short Wave (SW) transmitter is still being maintained 
because it reaches the whole country,i he added. 


i0ur streamed overnight service listened to internationally had to be 
switched off at 11pm so the generators could rest.i 


Wickham said their poor financial situation came about as a result of 
the governmentis critical cash flow problem. The government is SIBCis 
main source of revenue. 


Wickham said they will review the situation in the New Year. iBut our 
outlook is not so clear. We have not been told when Parliament is 
likely to sit to look at the budget. If our finances don't improve, we 
will reduce the transmission hours of the shortwave transmitter so 
that they are only heard in the early mornings and evenings to close 
down at 11 pm. Then we start a process of lay-off of staff.i 


The situation is also affecting SIBCis proposed television service. 
Wickham said earlier, due to the governmentis cash flow problems, they 
cancelled a contract payment of $2.5 million which SIBC were to use to 
set up the early part of the TV service. 


iwWe have submissions for capitalisation of the TV Project and for 
equipment upgrades for radio equipment, studios, administration, 
provincial studios, provincial FM stations etc. 


iThese total $23 million. Since the government changed we have not 
heard how the new administration views our SIBC prospects,i Wickham 
stated. 


He said SIBC had also complained to the Prime Ministeris Office and 
Ministry of Finance that Solomon Power did not seem to know the 
essential services act and did not seem to know or care about the 
cash-flow situation everyone reliant on government is affected by. 


Solomon Power earlier insisted their action applies to every customer

Since permission has to be secured from effectively the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue to proceed, it is rarely done. Audit 
rates overall are down. Basically if you're an individual in a face- 
to-face audit the odds of that are more astronomical than winning the 
lottery. 


A common theme to sex scandals recently in the federal legislature in 
the USA has been the amount of cash settlements paid to quiet 
accusers. The funds of a non-profit are generally not supposed to be 
used for things like that if they being used for the private benefit 
of an individual especially if they lead the non-profit. That would be 
probably handled under state law issues first but that's only a guess 
for now. Even though it has an Employer Identification Number of 11- 
2440222, Faith Cathedral Fellowship Inc (a/k/a Overcomer Ministry) 
isn't required to file annual reports with the IRS due to being a 
church unlike a non-profit group like AMSAT or ARRL. There wouldn't be 
any public records available unless the church shared them itself 
voluntarily.

Young(er) Brother Stair --- I don't usually listen for more than a 
couple of minutes to Bro. Stair's broadcasts when I come across them 
in my SW listening but since we are perhaps near the end times for 
this radio preacher, I listened to this afternoon's broadcast as I 
wrapped Christmas presents using my receiver here in NB. 


Starting with 11600 kHz from Kostinbrod around 1840 UT, then moving on 
to WWCR on 9980 kHz, WWRB on 9370 kHz, and WWCR on 9350 kHz. 


The first sermon was, I think, one of his early sermons from a tent in 
Florida. He mentions Florida is a ‘wicked state" and a "hell-raising 
state." He also puts down Jimmy Swaggart for his opulence -- another 
disgraced preacher -- but for his association with prostitutes. 
Perhaps I wasn't paying close attention but the broadcast then morphed 
into a sermon from a tent in Kentucky, from a site near Louisville, 


where he emphasizes the wrath of God rather than the love of God. 


As for the date of this sermon, he states that it is 3 years since he 
went on a 21-day fast (do we know when that occurred?). He goes on 
about the fear of God (clearly, this is Brother Scare at his finest). 


I have the impression that he is an actor. He could have gone into 
acting or politics with no problem. He also mentions that he is not 
trying to be liked for his ministry. He talks about some of his 
experiences including a visit to India where his wife gets dysentery 
and he is preaching to "heathens." And he condemns "crazy Indian pagan 
music" even though the music has Christian lyrics. 


He also talks about an experience where he was almost mugged in Harlem 
(he had a church in NYC) and on being called a whitey responds by 
calling his potential attackers "blackies." So, the guy is not only a 
pedophile he is also a racist! And again, "thank God for the fear of 
God." 


He also condemns women wearing pants. And that women should learn 
submission. So, pedophile, racist, and misogynist! Towards the end of 
my listening, he mentions the Soviet Union, so this sermon is likely 
pre-1990. Switched over to 12105 kHz (WTWW) for Christmas music and 
ham adds and the Christmas radio contest. ;-) (-- Richard Langley, NB, 
Dec 23, dxldyg via WORLD OF RADIO 1910, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Timtron Worldwide 5130 [WBCQ] Tim's show is live tonight from his home 
QTH. At approximately eighteen minutes after the hour he read one of 
the news releases on Brother Scare's compound with teletype noise in 
the background. Immediately afterwards he played a novelty tune about 
Kinko the pedophile clown, then played Aqualung. After that played 
some nature sounds and talked some about Brother Scare and what 
happened and went on to say that while he supported free speech, there 
was a lot of free speech that made him feel uncomfortable. Moved on to 
other things at 0037 (John H Carver, Jr, Mid-North Indiana, 0037 UT 
Dec 24, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Lumpy Gravy, 5130, 0200 --- Opening montage had a song entitled 
Christmas in Jail. Talking after the opening, it came out that after 
listening to AWWW last night, Jane was heard to utter that she hoped 
Brother Stair wasn't in the same cell as Big Bubba as Big Bubba didn't 
like child molesters (John Carver, UT Dec 24, ibid.) 


Re: "WWCR still with Overcomer as scheduled Saturdays for both, but 
someone other than BS speaking" 


No, that was a younger BS perhaps from more than 25 years ago. He 
identified himself several times during the sermon. See my earlier 


report (-- Richard Langley, Dec 24, ibid.) 


I just went through my files and found something from 15 years ago, 
revealing that Stair has now been arrested already for, at least, the 
third time. 


Really reminds of Harvey Weinstein or James Levine. Everyone put on 
the tight blinders, in the sake of keeping shortwave transmission 
facilities alive.

As announced by the BBC in August, seven local radio stations will see 
their Medium Wave services being cut at the beginning of 2018, with 
three further stations having one of their current MW frequencies 
being closed. A total of thirteen MW transmitters are affected. 


With the switch-offs about to commence, the BBC has begun to provide 
more information about the changes, with a detailed listing of all of 
the transmitters and frequencies affected being published for the 
first time: 


Listeners who tune in on FM, DAB, Freeview or online are unaffected by 
the changes. 


The switch-offs are due to complete next month, although exact dates 
still haven't yet been confirmed by BBC Reception Advice and we are 
awaiting clarification. 


The BBC says it decided which transmitters would be shut after 
assessing the coverage of each BBC Local Radio station on FM, MW and 
digital radio, which highlighted stations where MW transmitters 
duplicated good FM or digital radio coverage. 


It added that the cost savings from these closures "will allow the BBC 
to continue to modernise its infrastructure in order to meet our 
listeners' changing needs." 


For most affected listeners, switching to FM or DAB is likely to be 
the solution for continued reception, although for those without good 
FM or DAB reception, the BBC points out that the stations are 
available on Freeview and the internet. 


Other BBC MW services, including BBC Radio 5 Live's broadcasts on 693 


and 909 kHz, are not affected. The process is also not related to the 
proposed digital radio switchover and the broadcaster has emphasised 
it has no plans to end FM transmissions of BBC Local Radio services.

Sat Dec 23 I spot-check 6190 via UTwente during the entire 15-16 UT 
hour, the first half being ‘Media Network Plus’, but no trace of HLR, 
just two stations mixing, seemingly the ChiComs in Mongolian and 
Vietnamese, altho I also thought I heard some Korean. Also rechecking 
7265 in case HLR were still there: nothing but CRI to Sri Lanka. 


However, Alan Gale in England reports: ‘Hi Glenn, I'm pleased to say 
that HLR's switch from 7265 to 6190 seems to have worked, as World of 
Radio was coming in well here at 1530 UT today. It wasn't thundering 
in, but it was definitely stronger than it was on 7265 when I last 
heard it there, and it was fully readable all the way through the 
programme I'm pleased to say. [His recording atop slight QRM] 


I was recording KBC on my other receiver when your programme was on, 
but I found the attached short clip from when I briefly switched over. 
I just made a screen shot of the path between here and G*hren, and it 
is almost directly east from here about 644 miles away. Twente is 
almost right in between us, so it looks like the signal is going right 
over it and they are in the ‘dead zone' at that time. Looks like I'm 
just in the right place for them at that time of day! :-) Alan’

WOR 1909 confirmed, barely, Sat Dec 23 after 2230 on WBCQ 9330.0v- 


CUSB. At first a JBA carrier, while neighbors 9265, 9350, 9370 and 
9395 are all good to very good. Then I start to hear a trace of me, 
and by 2255 definitely, but still too weak to copy. Fortunately, I 
already know exactly what I said. (Also have a high local noise level 
around S8, Xmas dex?) 


Also confirmed Sat Dec 23 after 2300 on WRMI 11580, S9 but deep fades 
to S3; by 2309 at peaks S$9+25 it’s the strongest of all WRMI 
frequencies, and VG modulation level emphasizing my glitches. Next:

9395 // 9455, Dec 20 at 0702, WRMI Oldies is just ending VOA News 
relay, so it must have started at 0657 and run thru hourtop, and so 
also must have been downloaded at least an hour before. 


9955, Wed Dec 20 at 1445, latest ‘Viva Miami’, still lacking the 
““Miami Vice’* theme, just Jeff acknowledging reception reports, 
mostly only with name, location, frequency, but occasional additional 
comments in English or sometimes Spanish. Finished by 1456, back to 
fill music. He mentioned that 9455 is beamed to the southwest from 
Okeechobee, but it’s listed as 285 degrees which is closer to WNW. 


9955, Dec 20 at 1543 and still at 1522, I notice that this WRMI 
frequency is now off when it normally carries Brother Scare, and so is 
another BS frequency, 11825; hmmm, could this be coincidence, 
following The Overgroper’s latest arrest on multiple charges? Other 
WRMIs are still running, 7780, 9395, 9455, 21525, so no power problem.

7780, 9955, 11580, 11825, Dec 20 at 1905 check, back to presumed TOM 
on all these WRMIs, altho someone else is preaching; Oldies on 9395 
and 9455; and 11530 back with BIAFRA, q.v. (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) See also SOUTH CAROLINA 


11580 & 11825 & 7780, like 3+ hours earlier, Dec 21 at 1858, WRMIs 
which would have been carrying Overcomer, are still off the air. Power 
is still on and 9955 is still running with TOM, while 9395 & 9455 are 


audible with Oldies. 


Not checked again until 2036 Dec 21, when 11580 is still off during an 
hour when it had been carrying diverse programming! 9955 with TOM // 
9980 WWCR: not BS now but a British Voice, presumably TOM since it’s 
same on 9980. 


NOW, the diverse programming: today Thu Dec 21 at 2036 being Voice of 
the Report of the Week, to be heard not on 11580 but on 11530 instead 
(which was OFF the air too at 1900-1930 when sometimes it carries 
Radio Biafra, like yesterday). VORW is also // on 9455, but another 
mostly-BS frequency, 7780, which this hour had been // 11580 & 9455, 
remains off. So is 11530 instead of 11580 a permanent change for the 
20-21 diverse hour? Or possibly a mistake? If on same antennas as 
before, now 160 degrees on 11530, ex-44 on 11580. 


Not checked again until 2230 when 11530 is off and 11580 is back on 
during the Argentina relay hour in Italian. 11825 and 7780 still off. 


11825 & 7780, next check at 0024 UT Dec 22, still off, and so is 7570, 
the formerly all-BS XMTR 11 on the schedule from 2300 to 1400, viaa 
315 degree antenna right across North America with the biggest of the 
7 MHz signals, even better than 7730 here, and which would be ideal 
for diverse programming. At this time all the other frequencies are 
nominal: 5850, 5950, 9955, 11580. 


9395, WRMI had been carrying BS at certain hours, and it still is, at 
0030 check Dec 22, // 9370 WWRB. An oversight to be deleted too? 


7730, XMTR 13, which had been on before 0100 with VORW, is OFF at 
0103, as it would have switched to BS all evening. Should be back at 
Q6 for RAE in Japanese. Meanwhile VORW is playing again! As I see it 
was already scheduled: 


9395 // 9455 // 5850, UT Fri Dec 22 at 0103, now all three are 
carrying the VORW hour (and so is 7490 WBCQ). 5850 is the new one 
here, replacing TOM which had started at 0100. 


After 0200, 5850, XMTR 12, is now off along with all three 7 MHz 
channels! 5850 should be back at 07 for RAE in English. 11580 remains 
on for another hour with Ukraine and Prague, JBA, and off at 0300, no 
more BS there either. 


A lot of WRMI diverse programming has been ‘‘attached’* to TOM 
transmissions. Let us hope that they will not become collateral 
casualties of this affair, but chances are there could be some 
cutbacks, with not as much spare time available (nor spare cash!). 


BS had been implying that his SW contracts were valid until yearend, 
so some other stations may be waiting until then to take him off, 
especially if they cease to be paid. But kudos to Jeff for not 
waiting, after depending so much on BS for the entire existence of 
multi-transmitter WRMI. 


The WRMI skedgrid has still not been updated to show any of this, as 
of 0200 UT December 22. Nor is there anything on WRMI FB about Stair; 
last post there was Dec 16, about a special Dec 22:

Drastic cutbacks at WRMI as Brother HyStairical, the Overfondler, is 
being eliminated at last, also impacting other programming, as further 
observed UT Dec 22, continued from last report: 


5850 & 7730 remained off during the previously scheduled Argentina 
relays [q.v.], at 0614 & 0945 chex. Still off at 1008, but 9455, which 
had duplicated 5850 during this diverse hour, is back on with ‘Viva 
Miami. 


7780 remains completely off; had been 24h with BS or ‘Power Hour’, or 
diverse at 20-21. Off at 1317 check. 


At 0945, all frequencies off except 9395 & 9455 Oldies. At 1008, 9395 
Oldies, and 9455 diverse. 


9395 at 1257 open carrier, so had been off for a while? 1300 starting 
“The Power Hour’ replay from 21-23 yesterday. Speaker immediately 
refers to this being ‘after the break’* so this must be in the middle 
of the 2-hour show, rather than the beginning: conspiracy nonsense, 
electing Drumpf is reclaiming science and the country from Atheist 
control to Christianity, ha2. Now also on 9455. Surprisingly at 1504, 
9395 // 9455 are still on with ‘Power Hour’, alleging elexion fraud 
and Xmas takeover, so there are 3 hours of repeats of 2-hour show. 


11580 at 1257 open carrier, so about to resume, 1300 RAE in French. 
But off at 1400* already instead of continuing an hour in Spanish. By 
1410 I am noticing an OTH radar(?) blob slowly drifting downward from 
11600, across 11580 by 1413. 


9955 // 9455, Dec 22 at 1313, usual R. Prague in English, and no doubt 
the further diverse programming, but 9955 closes at 1500* sharp after 


ID giving the phonecasting number. But what would anyone hear on that 
now with BS gone? 


Friday afternoon need to confirm what's happening on all frequencies 
1900-2200, partially monitored yesterday. WRMI skedgrid still not 
updated about any of this (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1910, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


Tracking WRMI frequencies Friday December 22 after 1900: 


11530, 11580 and 9955 are off at 1902. 11825, 7780 always off. 
9395, 9455 and 21525 are on at 1902, the latter JBA as usual 


11530, at 1940 recheck is now ON with African music: it’s Radio Herwa 
International. See NIGERIA [non] 


11530 is off again at 2000 unlike yesterday, and 11580 is still off. 
9455 at 2000 with gospel huxter, as per schedule, ‘Walking in Power’ 
from a Miami church; 9395 continues with Oldies this hour 


11580 at 2042 recheck is now on with ‘Wavescan’, routine loggings from 
some downunderite. Must have come on at *2030, and // 9455. Former 
third frequency at this time 7780 remains totally off. 


9455 at 2100 now airs ‘Walking in Power’ again from an hour earlier, 
this time substituting for 15770. 11580 with RAE in German. 11530 
still off. 9395 with ‘The Power Hour’ but no // 7780 or anything. 


9455 at 2130 with ‘Studio DX* in Italian, also as if on 15770. 


11580 at 2212 music in Spanish, but presumably RAE in Italian service. 
During this hour 9395 is joined by 9455 for ‘The Power Hour’. 


11580 at 2305 with ‘Viva Miami’ mailbag as sked M/W/F. 9395 // 9455 
sound like Biermann with ‘Your Weekend Show’, but not on sked, just 
Oldies. 9955 with ‘Noches con Mirka’ Xmas special, not jammed?? It 
would have started at 2200 for a sesquihour until 2330, pushing back 
start of PCJ’s ‘Happy Station’ Xmas show until 2330 (scheduled as 
“Media Network Plus* --- NOT, normally at 23-24 Fridays). 5850 after 
2300 with Radio Tirana. 5950 weak Spanish, presumed AWR altho HQ does 
not acknowledge this service exists. 


UT Sat Dec 23: 7730 is back on at 0017 with normal non-BS programming; 
and 5850 continues, both off again after 0200. 


MUF is plunging, and by 0018, 9395 & 9455 & 9955 & 11580 are JBA 
carriers. 11530 also supposed to be on now. From 0030, 7730 still VG 
with ‘Wavescan’; 5850 VG with Slovakia. 


9395 at 0219, JBA carrier, so can’t confirm if it’s still RAE in 
English, but probably. 5850, 7570, 7730, 7780 all off now, and 11580 
inaudible but maybe on another hour like last night. 


Jeff, the stuff on 11580 and/or on the 9 MHz channels after 2300 or 
Q000 should be put on available 7570 which will still propagate in the 
evenings! 


9395 // 9455, Sat Dec 23 at 1452, WRMI with Oldies; 11580 is off 
instead of RAE Spanish; 9955 with the Japo-Mississippian gospel 
huxtress. 


11580 // 9455, Sat Dec 23 at 2000, YL introducing Jesus music on WRMI. 


9395 & 9455, Dec 23 at 2308, WRMI Oldies with floating delayed VOA 
News relay; announcer has similar voice to Jeff. See also NIGERIA 
[non] (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


[C£ ARGENTINA non] We also wonder whether 7730 still be turned on 
Sundays at 06-07 for Radiogram and Radio Panorama in Russian, and what 
about UT Mondays? Kim thinx so: http://swradiogram.net/ [gh] 


Apparently not. From Radiogram Twitter feed: 

"It appears that WRMI will not sign on for Shortwave Radiogram at 0600 
UT. Apologies to those who woke up at an inconvenient hour. We'll see 
if the 2030 and 2330 UT shows will be broadcast."

7500, WRMI-Okeechobee, 12/23 into 12/24; the tail end of "Your Weekend 
Show" is winding down when I SCAN INTO this frequency at 0457 
Saturday. Bob Biermann coming in nicely, SIO 545. Announcer says 
Oldies follow on 9395, but I leave on 7500 for 2 songs. Not bad, SIO 
444. Switch to 9395, manual tuning needed of course, SIO 322. 


Strange thing is that I can't manually tune back into 7500, nor get it 
clearly. I have to auto scan to get it back. Tried this whole process 
twice more with same result. Nudge fine tune up or down a notch, then 
go back for same result. Uncommon experience to me, and first time I 
noted anything clear on 7500 kHz (Ronald Sives, South Plainfield, NJ,

9395, VOA (via WRMI) at 0203 with a man with iFrom Washington, this is 
V-O-A Newsi and news with correspondent reports to 0208 and iThatis 
the latest news from V-O-Ai - Good Dec 24 fi Tuned it at 0200 to CCR 
music and WRMI ID and station info (Mark Coady, Selwyn, Ontario, 


Kenwood TS440S or Ten-Tec Argonaut II and 40 and 80 meter off centre- 
fed dipoles, ODXA iogroup & yg via DXLD) 


9395, Sunday Dec 24 at 2139, surprised to encounter this WRMI carrying 
“Voice of the Report of the Week’, as host who never (?) names himself 
opines that goose meat is too fatty, and plays music request from some 
Soundcloud listener. The VORW hour shows up more and more, so expenses 
must not be a problem. WRMI skedgrid at http://tinyurl.com/WRMI£qs 
just shows Oldies during this hour. Maybe it’s considered a filler for 
a frequency-hour occupied weekdays by ‘The Power Hour’ --- but that 
change still does not show on the sked either. Yet I do spot something 
new:

His first name is John and he hasn't revealed his last name due to 
privacy concerns. He's just a kid but has made money doing food 
reviews (Richard Langley, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Hi Richard! I'm actually the person that does VORW Radio Int., so you 
are correct, my name is John and I'm in my 20s. I've had a passion for 
shortwave radio for a while and this show is just a misc. light 
entertainment program that'll have some random talk and take some 
listener requests. 


It's able to be funded thanks to listener support and from the revenue 
from YouTube (TheReportOfTheWeek), I know the programming isn't for 
everyone and that's all good, I just hope that it can be a little 
break from the usual doom and gloom preachers (John, ibid.) 


I thought it might have just been my receiver but it seems others also 
noted that WRMI's broadcasts on 11580 kHz on Christmas Eve were 
slightly distorted.

5129.76, Dec 23 at 0056, WBCQ is on and fair with The Planet IS & ID 
loop. Sked still shows ‘The Smart Money Guy’ on 5130 at 0045-0100 UT 
Saturdays, but it must be gone. I might have been able to follow 
“Allan Weiner Worldwide’ here after 0100, unlike 7490 which was 
already a JBA carrier by 0038, but instead I listen on webcast as he 
is sure to talk about the arrest of Brother Scare. 


More than the first half is a monolog about that, except for 
occasional supportive comments from Angela. Says he has been a friend 
of BS for 25 years. Tells a somewhat different story about what 
happened Monday morning Dec 18, than we have seen from the local 
press. At 7 am, more than a hundred police, with armored vehicles and 
helicopters descended on the compound, pointing guns at them, 
terrifying 50-60 friendly and peaceful mostly elderly residents, some 
of whom are using walkers or wheelchairs. 


All just to arrest one 84-year-old-man. Says BS had offered to turn 
himself in, earlier, to avoid such disruption, but no, they had to use 
Gestapo tactix. They took away everyone's computers, laptops, 
cellphones, and ministry financial records. They want to get it off 
the air. Says the timing of this raid was because they knew courts and 
magistrates would be on holiday for two weeks, so no bail hearings 
possible, causing him to remain in jail. 


Likens this to the Salem witch trials, not only BS but others accused 
of sex crimes being convicted by public opinion rather than a trial by 
jury of peers.

One day I went to my Pittsburgh record store 
to get some Kay Kyser records and was sent to the KQV studio to get 
them from Joe Vallella, which I did. In those days the radio stations 
temporarily borrowed new records for their use, played them a few 
days, bought some and returned the rest. KQV was a sister station of 
WJAS and shared the transmitter in Greentree. I visited their studios 
at the 1990 NRC convention. And KQV also had a studio band, the Blues 
Chasers in the 30's. So what's left in Pittsburgh? KDKA and WJAS (Ben 
Dangerfield, Wallingford, PA, nrc-am gg via DXLD) 


Pittsburgh Radio Station KQV Going Off the Air 


Mr Hauser, Pittsburgh radio station KQV (1410 kHz) announced today 
that it will cease broadcasting on December 31. KQV is one of the 
oldest commercial radio stations in the US, broadcasting continuously 
since 1919.

Community Idea Stations has released an e-mail noting that it is now 
reprogramming 88.9 WCVE-FM to all news, as well as picking up two new 
FM stations to play classical, jazz and other music programs. 


Although still subject to Federal Communications Commission approval, 
the two stations purchased from Alpha Media are WBBT (107.3 FM) and 
WWLB (93.1 FM). The email reads that approval is expected in early 
2018 and that the new formats should begin on all three stations as 
early as spring 2018. 


Among the shows that 88.9 will continue to broadcast are Morning 
Edition, All Things Considered, Fresh Air and Marketplace, according 
to the email. It will be adding Here and Now, BBC Newshour, CBC

George Maida, Shawn Evans and Mike Goldberg and jazz host Peter 
Solomon in the evenings. "With so many more hours available for music, 
weekend favorites, such as Ian Stewartis The World Music Show and 
Steve Clarkis Sound of Swing, will be joined by additional local and 
national music shows," the email reads. 


iThis transaction fulfills a long-held objective, enabling us to meet 
the dual listening demands of our radio audience,i said Curtis Monk, 
president and CEO of CPBC, in an embargoed press release. iFor the 
first time ever, we are excited to be able to dramatically expand our 
programming to our listeners, providing wall-to-wall news and public 
affairs programming on one station, while delivering the best in 
classical music, jazz and other music offerings on the other."

Seems that they put the 105.5 FM programming, still called Radio 
Vaticana, on this program output before bringing up the special 
coverage, not meant to be already transmit at this point, twelve 
minutes early.

Hagenkord himself (not bad at all, by the way) and announced as to be 
relayed by their radio partners in Germany and Switzerland: It was 
primarily commentary to a TV/video feed, with additional descriptions 
of picture content limited to what would be absolutely indispensable

Hopefully the 7365 kHz frequency with the English commentary had 
better reception in Africa than in Europe (as monitored using the U. 
Twente SDR receiver). There was heavy splash from Iran on 7360 kHz and 
Romania on 7375 kHz. Marginal signal right now (at 2150 UT). (-- 
Richard Langley, Dec 24, ibid.) 


Here (in Europe) we have a foF2 of less than 4 MHz. The Skipzone at 7 
MHz is larger than 800 miles. This is normal for this time of the day 
and the season. You can not cover Europe with a 41mBand frequency, 
from Rome. Thus, only Africa can be the only possible target area, in 
this constellation. ;-)

Agreed. But, the U. Twente SDR receiver is convenient for checking 
reception and recording signals as there is no other online receiver 
that I'm aware off that is so convenient, covers all of the SW bands 
plus more, allows hundreds of simultaneous users, and allows recording 
and download. If there were others in this category, I would use them. 
And even in Africa, the adjacent QRM from Iran and Romania might have 
been a problem. -- (Prof. Richard Langley, ibid.) 


OK, I did not want to lecture someone here, that should be more of an 
explanation. Also, I use Twente SDR more often when there are 
unfavorable propagation conditions and to bypass skip zones. Yes, the 
Twente SDR is an elegant option, with very high capacity. But, it's 
just not useful in one respect: it does not have stable audio 
sampling. This gives (sometimes) "snake lines" in vertical structures 
in MFSK32-images. Only KIWI SDRs provide a constant slant here. This 
one is wrong, but at least constantly wrong, so correction very easy. 
There can be a maximum of 4 users in KIWI-SDRs, which of course sounds 
pretty low. But: Here's the amount of KIWI-SDRs, similar to the swarm 
intelligence. Plus, the KIWI SDRs offer the full RF frequency range, 
not just slots. You only have to pick out the raisins, depending on 
the location and conditions. This, then, is another kind of challenge, 
finding an "African KIWI". ;-) Still nice Christmas holidays, (roger, 
ibid.)

Perhaps it's worth to explain this further: Reportedly Dario ViganU, 
prefect of the Secretariat for Communications established in 2015, 


explicitely plans to shut down this facility, against the opinion of 
the technical department. One year ago Deutschlandfunk, with its well 
informed church affairs reporters, labelled ViganU "almighty". So one 
can guess how much the opinion of the technical department is worth. 


The frequencies in question are no longer in regular use for these 
Latin studio masses since 1 Aug and have meanwhile been removed from 
HFCC.

SOS distress signal - three letters of the Morse code - the whole 
world knows. A lot of stories of salvation are connected with it. Yes, 
and the inventor of the alphabet, the American inventor and artist 
Samuel Morse, for his long life was more than once ready to scream 
from despair. Only at the end of life Morse felt at the peak of 
success: the hero of the era, the founder of the American National 
Academy of Design, the inventor of the electromagnetic writing

INTERNATIONAL REPLY COUPONS 


A reminder that if you have any of the current International Reply 
Coupons (IRCs), they have an expiry date of 31st December 2017 and 
should be redeemed at Post Offices before this date. 


Although post offices in the United Kingdom no longer sell IRCs, they 
are still obliged to exchange them for stamps as a member of the 
Universal Postal Union (UPU). Currently you will receive a £1.17 stamp 
for each IRC in the UK. 


AS IRCs are rarely used nowadays, Post Office staff are unlikely to 
know how to redeem them initially, but their system still has an 
option to redeem IRCs (under vouchers) on their screens. I have 
redeemed IRCs in recent months at Trafalgar Square Post Office in 
London, and yesterday at the main post office in Reading town centre. 


Please do not send any of the IRCs with expiry date 31.12.2017 to the 
club now, as we will not be able to redeem these.

It was an important calibration tool and part of annual proof-of- 
performance measurements December 13, 2017

If we were to journey back in time and visit the engineering shop of a 
radio station in the 1960s or i70s, it would look very similar to the 
repair facilities of a hi-fi or radio-TV repair shop of the day. There 
would be a carpeted workbench and a shelf above filled with test 
equipment 6 VTVMs, RF signal generators, an audio oscillator, 
distortion meter, signal tracer and an oscilloscope. The quantity and 
quality would vary as a function of the engineering budget.

Also, we would find a stock of electronic components, resistors, 
capacitors, diodes, vacuum tubes, transistors and a bit later, 
integrated circuits. Bins with pinch rollers, belts and heads would be 
on hand to keep the stationis cart machines and tape decks rolling 
along. 


Unique to the radio stationis shop, however, there would also be a 
quality communications receiver connected to an outside antenna. Most 
likely, it was used by the engineer to listen to some of the great top 
40 stations of the day while working alone on long overnight 
maintenance shifts, or possibly to hear shortwave broadcasts from 
around the globe on cold winter nights. 


But the real purpose of having a communications receiver at the 
station was not to provide entertainment for the chief engineer. It 
was all about compliance with FCC rules. 


This time around in our Plugging into the Past feature, weill examine 
the Hallicrafters SX-42 communications receiver, and talk about why 
these radios were an important calibration tool and also a part of the 
annual proof-of-performance measurements. 


SX-42 


The SX-42 was the flagship of the post-war Hallicrafters product line, 
replacing the 1940 SX-28 Super Skyrider. Released in 1947, it had the 
most extended band coverage of any receiver in the early i50s. 


Originally, that meant five bands topping out at 55 MHz. But when the 
FCC announced that the FM broadcast band would be moved from its 
prewar 42n50 MHz home to its current 88N108 MHz location, 
Hallicrafters quickly added a sixth band, bringing coverage up to 110 


MHz. 


This double-conversion receiver sold for $275, quite a chunk of change 
in those days. But then, it had a lot of features most receivers 
didnit have. Its 15-tube chassis featured a crystal filter, BFO, six- 
position selectivity switch, noise limiter and continuous FM coverage 
from 27 to 110 MHz. To make this complicated receiver less 
intimidating for non-technical users, the various switch positions for 
AM/FM broadcast were clearly marked with red dots. 


Bottom view. 


Not only did the SX-42 have more features than pre-war sets, it looked 
entirely different. Plastics had evolved during the war years, 
creating a lot more options for cabinet designs than the black and 
brown bakelite that was the norm before the war. To capitalize on 
these new materials, Hallicrafters commissioned the noted industrial 
designer Raymond Loewy to create the cabinet design for the SX-42. 
Loewy is well remembered for his work on the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
Studebaker and NASA. 


The traditional black crinkle front panel was replaced by one with a 
pleasing light grey finish and green lettering. The main tuning dial, 
bandspread dial and S-meter face were green plastic, which filled the 
DXer’s radio shack with a pleasing green glow. For the radio 
enthusiast of the late i40s, it must have looked like something that 
arrived from out of the future. 


Part of the annual proof for AM stations was measuring spurious 
radiation, including RF harmonics, to ensure they were low enough to 
prevent harmful interference. The procedures for doing this were not 
that well defined in the regulations, as no numerical measurements 
were spelled out. A communications receiver was normally used. 


Steps needed to be taken to ensure that the front end of the receiver 
would not be overloaded, and that could entail adding an RF attenuator 
ahead of the antenna. Usually the studio was located well within the 
stationis coverage area, and measurements were taken from the shop 
using an external long wire antenna. 


The receiver was slowly tuned up from the fundamental frequency, 
paying particular attention to the second and third harmonics. Good 
engineering practice dictated a sweep all the way up to the 10th 
harmonic, or the upper limits of the receiveris frequency range. The 
details were noted in the proof, adding that no harmonics were 
audible. When problems did occur, it was usually with excessive second 
or third order harmonics, which often boiled down to misaligned or 
lightning-damaged harmonic traps in the transmitter. 


For FM stations, a communications receiver with a BFO such as the SX- 
42 was essential for calibrating the modulation monitor by using 
Besselis Function. This was typically done before the proof. First, 
the receiveris antenna was connected to the first limiter tube of the 
monitor by wrapping a few turns of wire around it. Then, it was tuned 
to the monitoris IF frequency by peaking the S meter. Typically, this 
was 21.5 MHz to 22.7 MHz, depending on the stationis frequency. The 
receiveris BFO was adjusted for around 300 Hz. The FM monitor was set 
to display total modulation on the meter. 


Next, precise audio frequencies which corresponded to various 
percentages of modulation at different null points were fed to the FM 
transmitter. There was usually a chart in the monitoris manual that 
listed these. For example, a frequency of 8,670 Hz corresponds to 100 
percent modulation at the third null. The amplitude of the audio 
oscillator was increased while noting the nulls from the receiver. 
With the third null, the transmitter was modulating at 100 percent. 


Then, the calibration tweaks on the monitor for meter and flasher were 
adjusted. It was usually good practice to repeat the process for nulls 
yielding lower modulation levels to confirm the meteris linearity, and 
the flasheris accuracy. All this, of course, was logged in the 
stationis maintenance log. 


In addition to assisting with proofs, the SX-42 was often used to 
assess the overall quality of a stationis AM and FM signals. With its 
6V6 push-pull output stage and high-quality output transformer, this 
receiver was capable of impressive audio quality. 


Many communications receivers of the day had single-ended audio output 
stages and mediocre wideband performance. This was not Surprising, 
since the audio quality of short-wave broadcasts and amateur 
communications traveling half way around the globe was far worse than 
that of AM radio. 


THE END OF THE LINE? 


In the end, the inevitable march of time and newer technologies took 
its toll on those communications receivers in the engineering shop. By 
the 1970s, many of them were approaching the 30-year mark. While they 
were still working, they were probably not working well. A complete 
overhaul and alignment was needed, but it was usually much more cost- 
effective just to purchase one of the many high-end portable 
communications receivers, which could do double duty on the bench and 
in the field. 


At the same time, RF spectrum analyzers such as the Tektronix 491 were 


being introduced. They were much better diagnostic tools for tracking 
down harmonic and intermod issues than a communications receiver. 
Early spectrum analyzers were expensive, but typically at least one 
station in a market had one. Usually it was the TV guys. 


As to calibrating FM mod monitors, the newer solid-state devices were 
much more stable, and had internal calibrators. Their calibration was 
a bit more complicated than older devices, and they usually made a 
trip back to the factory to be tweaked every five years or so. 


The SX-42 shown in this story has just such a history. It came from 
the engineering shop of a suburban Boston radio station. It had been 
forgotten in the attic until the mid-1980s. When new cable troughs 
were being routed above the ceilings, it was rediscovered. When 
plugged in, it fell into the iworking, but not working welli category. 


The first step was rounding up the usual suspects. Switch contacts and 
pots were given a good cleaning with DeOxit. Many of the original wax 
Capacitors remained, and they, along with the aging electrolytics were 
replaced. All the tubes were tested, and several in the front end were 
renewed. 


A service manual was located, then it was a matter of measuring and 
logging voltages at the tube sockets and replacing numerous out-of- 
tolerance resistors. 


Restoration work on this SX-42 has been interrupted by a few long 
distance moves, as well as being locked away in storage for 15 years. 
It works reasonably well, but needs a thorough cleaning and careful 
alignment. 


The SX-42 was a landmark receiver when it was introduced in 1947. Its 
sleek industrial design, high quality construction, extended band 
coverage and high-quality audio output are what made it a sucha 
standout receiver, and why it is still sought out by collectors and 
radio amateurs (via Kevin Redding, Crump TN, ABDX via DXLD)

Software-defined radio (SDR) is a radio communication system where 
components that have been traditionally implemented in hardware (e.g. 
mixers, filters, amplifiers, modulators, demodulators, detectors, 


etc.) are instead implemented by means of software on a personal 
computer or embedded system. [1] 


While the concept of SDR is not new, the rapidly evolving capabilities 
of digital electronics render practical many processes which rapidly 
evolving capabilities of digital electronics used to be only 
theoretically possible. A basic SDR system may consist of a personal 
computer equipped with a sound card, or other analog-to-digital 
converter, preceded by some form of RF front end. Significant amounts 
of signal processing are handed over to the general-purpose processor, 
rather than being done in special-purpose hardware (electronic 
circuits). Such a design produces a radio which can receive and 
transmit widely different radio protocols (sometimes referred to as 
waveforms) based solely on the software used. 


Back to Best SWLing Radios, where is a range of new & old, price and 
physical size/format to consider. Also, note that a basic SDR could / 
should be considered; IMHO 


My Basic main radio is the SonyICF 2010/2001D. I have used several 
that I feel are very good and worthy of one's consideration, Grundig 
Satellit 700 Radio Shack DX-440/Sangean ATS 803a, Sangean ATS 909x, 
TVDIO v-115 (TVDIO v-116) which I purchased to use the Flash Card MP3 
player to replace my portable CCD/MP3 Disc Player and found that they 
were a pretty good SWL Radio.

MASSIVE METEOR SCATTER 


And my complete PEI FM Dial Skan is ready for download. What started 
as a chance to join a MW DXpedition in PEI turned into a nice FM tropo 
opening and what might be one of the greatest recorded FM DX Meteor 
Scatter events ever. At least as far as I know. The FM Dial Skan that 
happened Sunday night 10/30/17 into Monday morning was a decent tropo 
event. Being right on the water on the East side of PEI certainly 
helped but the approaching high wind and heavy rain event also helped 
the Tropo reach out to Maine, Quebec and Newfoundland. Not bad and 
completely worth staying up until 4:30AM. 


The next day, with the antenna lowered to 15' due to the high wind and 
rain storm, I let the ELAD SDR capture local and semi-local recordings 
in 3 directions - 210 degrees towards Halifax, 280 degrees towards 
Charlottetown and Moncton and 90 degrees East. What I didn't expect 
was what I found after I had edited all of the Dial Skan and dubbed 
off the airchecks. I decided to check the captures for some distant 
signals that didn't come in on the dial skan. 


Instead what I found was 6 hours of Meteor Scatter pings, bursts and 
trains (a new term to me). Pings are <1 second, bursts are >1 second 
and trains are, well, really long - almost auroral or E-skip-like. In 
the end I logged 84 more stations by MS from 246 miles to 1226 miles 
(I used to think MS was most often from 400-900 miles). I don't know 
if anyone has ever done anything like this before but I attribute it 
to being in a very quiet radio area, having an SDR that can capture 6 
MHz at a time, a high gain FM antenna and just plain dumb luck! So if 
you are interested in seeing or hearing what I received the edited 
audio files are available now as is a spreadsheet of everything 
received (and other stuff in the Excel file). Here are Dropbox links:

Enjoyed this crazy DX on a recent trip to eastern Prince Edward 
Island. The band was very quiet, no IBOC at all, all locals over 40 
miles away and lots of open frequencies. Sunday night into Monday 
morning featured some nice tropo while Monday afternoon was the 
fantastic Meteor Scatter. The SDR recordings and RDS was the reason 
this many IDis was even possible. Iid love to know if anyone else has 
had this many MS IDis in one afternoon. I know for me itis more MS 
than Tive heard in 35 years of DXing highlighted by the super long 
trains and super short back scatter MS I'd love to know what you think 
of this after listening. Enjoy! 


[later:] Heard a few more trains although not as good as the first 
one. It's interesting that the single pings and bursts tend to be much 
clearer than the trains. The trains seem to fade up a bit slower and 
hit almost every frequency. Unfortunately they are also somewhat 
auroral in that the stations you can hear are a bit muffled and rarely 
break into stereo which also means RDS seems to be less frequent. At 
least this is what I've observed so far. The trains I've heard so far 
have lasted as long as 80 seconds another 40 seconds and another 
around 10 seconds. And here I thought I knew everything there was to 
know about FM DXing!?! 


One question for the group. Is there a historical listing of Meteor 
activity? I'd be curious to see if it is tracked how this day and time 
period compares to other times and expected showers (Bill Nollman, 
Farmington, CT, Dec 24, WTFDA gg via DXLD) 


Most meteors are small like the size of a pea. When they enter the 
earth atmosphere they burn up before they hit the ground. Most never 
hit the ground and only large ones will reach earth. Depending on size 
they will leave an ionized trail and the signal bounces off this 
trail. 


The trail much like the trail by an aircraft high up in the sky. The 
people DXing using this mode will bring in many new stations. Also 
they will find many stations come in more than others. This I believe 
because the station is non-directional and with high power and some 
with directional ants. toward the location of the DXer. 


Way back while I was DXing analog TV, I had 3 stations on one large 
burst. It was channel 3 and at that time late at night many would go 
off and leave a test pattern or I.D. on screen. It was very exciting 
watching the VCR tape as 1 station would appear and leave and the next 
would show up and be gone and the last one was caught. I believe they 
were from SC, KY, and NC. It was just luck that this would happen but 
then again it's like a lot of things, being at the right place at the 
right time. Russ Miller from Maine use to pick up a lot of backscatter 


meteor scatter from N.B. and NS only around 100 miles away. Enjoy, 
(Roy Barstow, Falmouth MA, ibid.) 


I have two ELAD FMD-S2is right now (and two matching laptops, one 
personal, one work) and that is one reason I was able to record 6 
hours of Meteor Scatter in PEI. If not I would only have recorded half 
of that as I didnit know the MS was going on until I got home and was 
looking for a few extra stations to add to the dial skan. I plan to 
try out the FDM-S3 when it becomes available although I have my doubts 
about recording 24MHz without buying a very expensive computer with 
SSD drives. And Iim not sure Iim willing to do that. Hopefully it will 
work on my current hardware and the big expense will just be the S3. 


Tive had amazing Meteor Scatter twice. This time in PEI and once in 
Western Nebraska 20 miles South of Valentine. My theory is that MS 
happens a lot more than we think but the noise floor has to be very 
low or else the received will miss most of it. PEI was definitely that 
way as was Western NE although I didnit have an SDR then so I donit 
know how low. Iim still amazed by the long Trains. Never had I 
experienced those before. Never heard anyone talk about them either 
(Bill, ibid.) 


METEOR SCATTER PROPAGATION AND THE NOISE FLOOR 


In the ham radio world, these long train meteor bursts are called 


iBlue Whizzers.i Iive heard them on six meters at times when they 
almost sounded like e-skip. 


One of the best books on meteor scatter propagation is "Meteor Science 
and Engineeringi by D.W.R. McKinley, even though it was published in 
1961, the data is very solid. Another great one is "Beyond Line of 
Sight: A History of VHF Propagation from the Pages of QST.i Both cover 
meteor scatter propagation in great detail. 


A low noise floor is essentialdand I think most FM DXiers take the 
noise floor for granted. Many people started in the hobby years ago 
when the noise floor on FM was well below the NF figure of most 
receivers. 


On my own small yard, I noticed a huge increase in both weak tropo and 
meteor scatter when I relocated an antenna to the far side of my lot, 
about 100i from my house. This side of my lot borders a protected 
wetlands area with no other house 6 the noise floor there drops 8-10db 
from other spots in the yard. That makes a huge difference on all 
bands. 


If I could build a time machine, Iid relocate my shack to the unused 
bedroom on the opposite side of the house from where itis located now. 


That would put all my antennas in this quieter area of the yard. 


BTW, rooftop mounted antennas or those on towers can still pick up a 
lot of noise from your home or neighbors unless they are VERY high 
above it. The EMI field from my home extends at least 50i from itdand 
Iive seen very few rooftop mounted antennas that were that high above 
the home. 


SDRis are great for helping to visualize the EMI fields. In my case, I 
took an FM-6 antenna and literally walked it around the yard to 
various spots and would then go inside and look at the waterfall to 
see how noise levels on FM were affected. I took screen shots of each 
location and labeled them. After checking out the potential mounting 
locations, it was easy to determine where the RF floor was lowest. 


I then mounted the FM-6 there, and pointed it NNE for MS DXing. This 
antenna feeds two different receivers that I use to monitor two of the 
three iquieti channels. The plan is to relocate the Korner 9.2 antenna 
and rotor there before e-skip season. Canit wait to see what impact 
the lower noise floor has on weak tropo with that antenna. 73, (Les 
Rayburn, N1ILF, 121 Mayfair Park, Maylene, AL 35114, Dec 26, ibid.) 


SOLAR CYCLE AND MW RECEPTION 


Colin, as we get to the bottom of the sunset cycle, one would expect 
better MW reception. At a similar point in the last cycle, I remember 
having close to 24/7 MW reception in Masset which was exciting, 
especially since it was all into Iran and Africa in my local noon and 
early afternoon time (January). Have not seen that again since. 
Yesterday's conditions were REALLY good. Up there with great days 
during the equinox. Have a great time in Hawaii, and best DX! (Walt 
Salmaniw, BC, Dec 22, IRCA via DXLD) 


Aren't we still quite a way from minimum, Walt? I think 2008 and 2009 
were Our minimum years last time, and even if the cycle is a normal 
one, that's still a couple of years to go to the minimum of this one. 
Because it's been such an unusual cycle anyway (low maximum, which can 
mean a longer period to the minimum), it's hard to say. 


We're being foozled too by the second maximum of the cycle it seems, 
which shows the highest Ap conditions of the entire cycle right now 
http://www. swpc.noaa. gov/communities/space-weather-enthusiasts 

despite sunspot numbers declining, so conditions have actually 
deteriorated from that wonderful early fall of 2014 when we heard TA's 
in late August, followed by poorer conditions in early October and 
beyond. And this year does also seem poorer for high latitude paths 
than even last year's. 


A roundabout way of saying all bets are off with this anomalously low 
level solar cycle; maybe 2014 was our best time for high latitude this 
cycle judging by the lowest Ap conditions. best wishes, (Nick Hall- 
Patch, Khartoum, ibid.) 


The trending Global Ap is somewhat out of synch with the trending 
Sunspot numbers and also the 10.7 MHz Solar Flux trends. That said, 
most indications are that we're roughly 2 years in advance of Minimum 
-- presuming the remainder of the cycle behaves more or less normally 
(Russ Edmunds, WB2BJH, Blue Bell, PA, Grid FN20id, ibid.) 
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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 18 - 24 December 2017 


Solar activity was at very low levels throughout the period. Region 
2692 (N18, L=087, class/area=Eai/160 on 24 Dec) was the only active 
region with sunspots this period and produced multiple low and 
mid-level B-class flares throughout the week. No Earth-directed CMEs 
were observed. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit reached 
high levels on 18-23 Dec with moderate levels observed on 24 Dec. 


Geomagnetic field activity reached active levels early on 18 Dec in 
response to the influence of a recurrent, positive polarity CH HSS. 
Quiet to unsettled conditions were observed on 19 and 23-24 Dec and 
generally quiet conditions were observed throughout the remainder of 
the week under a nominal solar wind regime. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 25 DEC 2017 - 20 JAN 2018 


Solar activity is expected to persist at very low levels throughout 
the period. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to reach high levels on 26-30 Dec, 02-06 and 14-19 Jan. 


Normal and normal to moderate greater than 2 MeV electron flux 
values are expected throughout the remainder of the forecast period. 


Geomagnetic field activity is likely to reach G1 (Minor) geomagnetic 
storm levels on 01 and 13 Jan with active levels expected on 25 Dec 
and 02, 08, 14 and 20 Jan under the influences of multiple, 
recurrent CH HSSs. Quiet and quiet to unsettled conditions are 
expected throughout the remainder of the forecast period.
